Purpose: To prohibit adjustment of status to lawfully admit-

ted for permanent residence by a registered provisional 

immigrant unless a State provides information on the 

likelihood that the immigrant would receive State means- 

tested assistance and, in the absence of that information, 

if the immigrant is likely to become a public charge, 

including Medicaid, the State children’s health insurance 

program (CHIP), the Affordable Care Act premium as-

sistance tax credit, the supplemental nutrition assistance 

program (SNAP), the temporary assistance for needy 

families program (TANF), or supplemental security in-

come benefits (SSI).
